Evidence was given by Peter Larda 
who was badly injured in the acci¬ 
dent and was the driver of the car, 
also six other witnesses. 

The verdict of the jury was that 
Daniel Arthur Berringer came to his 
death at 4 a.m., Sunday. June 7, 1931 
the result of an accident, nehr Moss- 
leigh, in a car driven by Peter Larda. 
We find no blame attached to the said 
Peter Larda.

It does enhance the value of money, which is quite suf- 
hciently enhanced without such aid, and as some wise 
man has said, few of us are worthy to obtain sudden ri£h- 
es. Only the finest characters can withstand the demoral¬ 
izing etiect of sudden wealth. On any large scale, gamb¬ 
ling does create a spirit of restlessness and discontent. 
It is not a desirable foundation on which to build charac¬ 
ter and the gospel of a lucky draw, is a poor gospel for 
youth. 

While lotteries no doubt do flourish, it would impress 
many people as a definite lowering of standards if they 
were to be smiled upon and approved by governments.

it’s different 


Whatever may be the final outcome of the duty on 
American periodicals, the legislators at Ottawa are not 
magazine readers. In levying duty “by the pound” on 
American periodicals, they showed a large disregard for 
the quality of reading matter. While a number of the 
highest type of magazines carry little advertising and do 
not weigh heavily on the customs scale, neither do many 
of the cheapest and most inferior. If discrimination had 
been shown in the tax, and some of those “real love" 
publications on which the sub normal mind feeds, had 
been banned absolutely, there would have been very gen¬ 
eral -commendation. 

l.ut the magazines most heavily hit by the tax, are 
those which are well made up, which carry a great 
amount of advertising, and which are fine type, middle 
class periodicals with tremendous circulation in Canada. 
Any influence which they have is on the side of good 
healthy living. They are not rabidly American, but carry - 
fiction and articles from the pens of foreign writers, as 
well as many British and some Canadians. They do not 
crowd out the Canadian magazines, as in this country 
there are few of that particular type. Canadians read 
widely if not deeply, and the home that subscribes to 
American magazines is found as a rule to be a liberal sup¬ 
porter also of Canadian publications. 

If the duty was imposed to build up a market for Can¬ 
adian writers and more Canadian periodicals, it is using 
an unatural stimulant. There are few Canadian writers 
who can compare in scope, experience and style with the 
best in United States and Britain whose writings are 
available tiirough the Post, Ladies’ Home Journal, Ameri¬ 
can Magazine and other of that sort. Why should the 
fledgling Canadian writers be unnaturally boosted at the 
expense of the Canadian reader. Let them enter the mar¬ 
ket of world competition ami prove what they have—as 
many have done. Any other method is stultifying to the 
development of real literature and penalizing to the read¬ 
ers. 

l o restrict the public in their range of reading is a 
form of prohibition to which they do not take kindly. As 
has been said, Canadians are great magazine readers. For 
a few cents monthly whole families spend many quiet 
hours in touch with the best minds of all nations. If 
their reading supply is cut off—as it would be, if the new 
tariff stands as originally stated—how will this leisure 
time be spent. Certainly no less harmfully, probably 
much less usefully. 

Almost any reading is better than no reading, and to 
cut the public off ruthlessly from a firmly established hab¬ 
it, would be to 'encourage a strange new form of bootlegg¬ 
ing in magazines in which many hitherto law abiding cit¬ 
izens would be brisk customers. 

It is doubtful however, if this prohibiting measure will 
lie enforced in its original, drastic form. If Ottawa does 
not yicld. t then there will be branch houses established in 
Canada. Canadians are too valuable customers to be lost 
utterly and they are showing a very spirited objection to 
permitting themselves to be lost.

In the Royal Bank survey of Canada for May, atten¬ 
tion is drawn to the prospects for the export trade of 
this country. The importance of this trade is again re¬ 
ceiving recognition. 

In Latin America the rapid development of agricultural 
and mineral resources has brought a proportionately rap¬ 
id growth in foreign trade. The new governments of Boliv 
la, Peru. Argentine and Brazil are constructive toward 
the rights of foreign investors and 500 Canadian manu¬ 
facturers are actively selling goods in Latin America. 

The British West Indies and Canadian trade pact of 
1925 has granted such generous preferences as to give 
Canada virtual control of the market in many important 
products. A free trade agreement may come up for con¬ 
sideration of the Ottawa conference this summer. 

Trade with Brazil and Argentine has grown to such an 
extent that since 1928 regular steamhsip service has been 
maintained. —— . 

The Orient is a great market and Japan is readily 
adopting itself to Western customs and products. It im¬ 
ports much raw and semi-manufactured products, largest 
of which is wheat and flour. Wheat also goes to China 
in great quantities with rapid development in the past ten 
years. Two hundred and twenty products are shipped to 
China. 

The first quarter of the year has brought improvement 
to many branches of industry, though low prices for farm 
products and large surplus stocks from last years pro¬ 
ducts have had an adverse effect. 

Butter exports to England have greatly increased and 
the livestock industry has stood up well, with stocks of 
pork and other meats in cold storage much smaller than 
at this time’fin previous years. 

Construction contracts have fallen off from 1930 and 
1929 but are above the corresponding figures for 1929. 

Three United States automobile factories have conclud- 
ed’arrangements for manufacture in Canada and the Ford 
company has secured a site in Vancouver.

As a business man in a city, he is a prey to every con¬ 
ceivable form of charity costing him as a rule several dol¬ 
lars a week. He is perpetually buying tickets that he 
does not want. He usually is connected with some service 
Club or town be(|Jgymgnt organization which is another 
toll on his resources. ' , "jp.." 

In good times or bad, it is a necessary part ofbusahess 
policy to keep cheerful. He dare.not make a cult of hard 
times as the farmer is at perfect liberty to do. Cheerful¬ 
ness and optimism are a vital part of his stock in trade. 
And it is his determined optimism, his brave fight to tide 
over business from month to month that is going to play 
a big part in restoring normal conditions. 

So much attention is being paid to the plight of the far* 
mer, that perhaps too little thought is given to the equal¬ 
ly discouraging outlook of the business man, who not only 
is obliged to face more constant obligations than the far¬ 
mer, but who has to keep smiling through fair weather

No Over-Production, But Curtailment 
Bank Credit, Lies Close to Cause 
of Business Cycles 


Carl Snyder, economist of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bunk, has studied world 
production, bank credit and prices as 
extending over the past century. The 
Royal Bank’s monthly letters report 
his findings which show: (1) that 
world production is much steadier 
than- is supposed and that their has 
been no particular speeding up of 
industry in redent years and that ov- 
er-roduction is a bogey; (2) that cur¬ 
tailment in bank credit has lain very 
close to the root of this and other- 
business cycles. > 

The comment of the Royal Bank 
economist on this last is: “It will be 
obvious that for countries operating! 
on a gold basis, the responsibility for 
pirce level lies almost altogether with 
the central monetary authorities of 
F.S., Great Britain and France, which 
hold about 75 per cent, of the mone¬ 
tary gold' stocks of the world and in¬ 
fluence the bulk of liquid capital. 

The economic chart says that the 
production chart of the world has 
been rising slowly and steadily for 
many years, with practically no fluc¬ 
tuations, except in production de¬ 
pendent on weather. 

But it is very apparent that in the 
I'nited States at least, price levels 
h'ave been closely related to bank pol¬ 
icy. 

When bankers gave credit freely 
prices rose. When credit shrank, 
prices fell. * 

At a time of rising prices and-bus- 
iness expansion hanks feel safe in ex¬ 
panding credit. When prices fall and 
busiess suffers they become cautious. 

In short, bank policy is according 
to Mr. Snyder, not a follower of the 
trend of prices and husinoss, but is 
a controlling factor.

Former Minister Finance Tells Tor¬ 
onto, Factory Articles Must Come 
" Down 


“In our domestic situation we are 
suffering from a lack of equilibrium 
Business is out of balance. The buy¬ 
ing power of our population is down. 
This is duo to the fact that between 
mass production, high pressure sales¬ 
manship, buying on the instalment 
plan, extravagance and speculation in 
securities’ and commodities, masses of 
people are without means. On this 
continent there are millions of unem- 
polycd with little or no buying power. 

“Only the old remedies of thrift, 
economy and hard work will[ ..restore 
our national economic equilibrium. 
And these remedies are being applied 
today in all countries, arid nowhere 
more than in I’nited States and Can 
ada. Every family is seeking to im¬ 
prove its financial condition. Busi¬ 
ness firms, industrialists, agricultur¬ 
ists and transportation systems are 
attentively studying their problem- 
eliminating waste, reducing costs, 
bringing about economies and higher 
efficiency—setting their house in or¬ 
der. 

“This is the crux of our situation 
—to reduce, costs of manufactured 
articles, -transportation and other 
costs, to a 1 correspondence ■ with the 
reduction which has been effected in 
the prices of agricultural anil other 
basic products. This will take time, 
and in the meantime we must take 
care pf our unemployed and relieve 
distress.

of those six million men. Man, he de¬ 
clared was meant to labor, wants to 
labor, to be self-supporting, self-re¬ 
specting, so he can look his neighbor 
in the eye. Today capital—money— 
is too timid and too greedy. What 
I’nited States needs, declared the for¬ 
mer irector-general of U.S. railways 
during war time, is something in the 
nature of the war railway board and 
war industries board to- control indus¬ 
try, providing work, seeing to it that 
products are distributed freely and 
making a more even distribution of 
the wealth produced.—Lethbridge

Development Continues in Canada, 
Peru and Colombia; Plants and 
Equipment Bettered 

A sum total of $42,632,730 was pul 
into circulation in 1930 by the Imper¬ 
ial Oil Co. This was exclusive oi 
dividends. This statement is made in 
th£ir annual review as given by the 
Oil and Financial Review, Calgary. 

‘•Drilling in the West was confined 
largely to Turner Valley and adja¬ 
cent area. The footage drilled. was 
56,409 feet as compared with90,104 
feet in 1929. Nineteen of the twenty 
wells were completed successfully, 
but the results in many cases were 
disappointing. A test in which Im¬ 
perial Oil has a half interest iij under 
way near Lethbridge. 

“Total production in Alberta in 
1930 is given as 1,368,411 barrels, ol 
which Imperial Oil and its subsidiar¬ 
ies contributed 65 per cent, or 894,431 
barrels.

SPECULATION 

Great Orgy of Stock Gambling Orig¬ 
inated With Tulip Bulbs—300 
Years Ago 

It is hard to Credit the fact that the 
modest tulip once was the cause of 
one of the wildest of speculations the 
world has ever seen. Over 300 years 
ago an orgy of tulip stock specula¬ 
tion shook Europe, leaving in its 
wake destitution and financial chaos. 
The National Revenue Review tells 
teh story. 

“The tulip was first brought into 
Europe late in the sixteenth century 
from Constantinople. In 1600, these 
blooms caught the fancy of- Amster¬ 
dam gardeners, and as demand grew 
jirices rose. A tulip bed was a badge 
of wealth and by 1634,” the tulip craze 
was in full swing, and had spread to 
many countries. 

The best known varieties were list¬ 
ed on the stock exchange at very 
high prices. Homes were mortgaged 
for a handful of bulbs. One Nether- 
land trader gave half his fortune for 
one bulb. 

One bulb of Viceroy tulip cost a 
merchant in 1635, 8000 pounds wheat, 
4 fat oxen, 8 fat swine, 12 fat sheep, 

2 hogsheads wine, 4 tons beer, 2 tons 
butter, 1000 pound cheese, 1 complete 
bed, 1 suit- clothes, 1 silver drinking 
cup. 

For three years the flower jheld un¬ 
disputed sway. The prosperity of na¬ 
tions depended on its continued popu¬ 
larity. 

Holland cultivated on a large scale 
and became very prosperous. Wealth 
was computed in terms of bulbs and 
good business was neglected and Jiv¬ 
ing conditions changed. Suddenly 
over night, the market for tulip bulbs 
vanished, the craze died. Thousands 
who had sacrificed Jiome and lands 
for a few bulbs, were destitute. 

This is another chapter in the age- 
old story of speculation. . 


When Eggs Are 60c,- Grocer Has 6c 
Profit; Same When They are 15c 

There is a market town in Central 
Ontario in which there is an egg-grad 
ing station, to which fanners bring 
their eggs and receive as the highest 
price lor “extras” thirteen cents pel 
dozen, with something less .for 
“firits" and “seconds'’ 

At the other end of the building 
there is a grocery store, where tin- 
same eggs are sold to the townspeo¬ 
ple at nineteen cents per dozen. Thai 
-mefins a profit of six cents per dozen, 
or nearly 50 per cent, of the amount 
received by the farmer. 

When eggs were being sold at sixty 
cents er dozen, the same profit of six 
cents was received by the middleman. 
Would it not be more lair, in these 
harrowing days l'or producers, if this 
profit were shared in some, measure 
with the man who is forced to accept 
so great a reduction in his receipts 
lor one of his principal products dur¬ 
ing a large art of the year.—Toronto 
Globe. 

PRINCE OF WALES 

AS SPEAKER 

While Careful of His English, He Has 

Adopted Many Phrases from 
Languages of Other Lands 

Always one wonders on reading a 
speech given by the Prince of Wales, 
whether it is his own thought and his 
own construction, or that , of a 
“ghost.”

Gulworm Areas Can Kind a. Friend in- 
the Despised Crow 

Farmers in cutworm infested areas 
lire advised to pause before they 
wage relentless warfare on Mr. Crow. 
His trips to the field are, scientists 
claim, for the purpose of feeding on 
cut worm. Entomologists believe 
that he is the most useful enemy of 
the pale western cut worm which has 
spread during the past two dry years 
From the suririse until sundown 
crows in hundreds TfTay lie seen flying 
to and from the fields, digging the 
cutworms from the soil or picking 
theirruip on the surface after a show¬ 
er. Whatever may lx* said against Mr. 
Crow on gpneral principle, there is 
one -phase of western agriculture in 
which he is a rejil help, and that is as 
a natural predator of the pale west¬ 
ern cutwoTm. 

Other predators that assist in dear 
ing up infested .fields include the horn 
ed lark, curlew, Franklin’s gull, 
blackbird, and-- 4 occasionally mallard 
ducks have been observed feeding bn 
the cutworms in the fields.

TOURING MAYORS 
CAUSE BLUSHES

Convinced That Southern Alberta 
Will Profit in Hay, Mutton and 
Coal 


Twenty-five American Mayors Over 
in Europe, Bring Mortification to 
Folks at Home

When Dr. Stanley made his maiden 
speech in Parliament he spoke in ref¬ 
erence to anticipated benefits from 
the budget in S. Alberta. 

“In the southern part of our prov¬ 
ince,” he said, “in years gone by 
there were quite a number of farmers 
who developed an industry in hay 
which they supplied to the lumbei 
and mining camps of British Colwm 
bia. The duty was reduced and grad- 
ally this market disappeared, because 
the hay growers in Washington were 
a little handier and could grow theii 
hay cheaper with the result that the 
hay industry in Alberta was almost 
put out of existence. When the lum 
her and mining camps- of B.C. oper 
up again, this duty of $5 per ton that 
is placed upon hay will mean a greal 
deal to the hay growers of Southeri 
Alberta. 

“We have also in Southern part ol 
Alberta a large number of sheep anr 
the mutton market is of serious con 
sequence to our sheep growers. They 
have had the experience of seeing 
brought in from foreign markets 
through Vancouver foreign mutton 
which is placed upon the Alberti 
markets, and the sheep grower; 
south of“Lethbridge have at time; 
had the experience of seeing foreign 
mutton served in the restaurants ol 
their homo town. That, we say, is 
not a fair deal to the sheep grower.- 
In-Southem Alberta, and when wc 
place a duty of 4, 6 and 8 cents a 
pound against foreign products ol 
that kind, the - sheep growers of 
Southern Alberta will be greatjy ben¬ 
efited.” 

Dr. Stanley “predicted that the sub 
ventions and tariffs on I coal were go¬ 
ing to mean a very mubh wider mar¬ 
ket for the coal products of Alberta. 

“1 have-been informed that the 
president of one of the railways 
made the statement that, under the 
subvention, they would extend the 
use of bituminous coal lines as fat 
east as they could break even, and he 
was of the opinion that they would b< 
able to use it very considerably fur¬ 
ther east than Kimora oTTthe Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. This is going 
to mean much work for the miners 
•n the Crow’s Nest Pass district, who 
need work very badly. 


As so often happens, some people 
manage very nicely at home, but no 
sooner do they they step out away 
from home, than they begin to misbe¬ 
have. violating all company manners 
and bringing general mortification oil 
the family.

The Los Angeles Mayor refused to 
drink the champagne toast to tho 
President’s of France and United 
States. Asserting that he wouldn’t 
be photographed in the midst of “such 
law-breaking” he marched belliger¬ 
ently out of the banquet hall, leaving 
the French official perplexed. 

He was freely interviewed and qs- 
serted loudly that the American con¬ 
stitution was good with him even 
when on foreign soil. 

The U.S. newspapers are torn be¬ 
tween amusement and chagrin.

Oyster shell, great heds of them have 
been found on the Oldman river near 
Hillspring, Alta., and will be deveop- 
ed^ commercially. The oyster shell, 
according to tests made at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta laboratory, is al¬ 
most pure lime and will be marketed 
by a syndicate as fertilizer, poultry 
feed and lime. The shells are depos¬ 
its from prehistoric times, vestiges 
of marine life when this portion of 
the west was the bed of a great sea. 

For several yearn farmers of the 
Hidspring district have been using 
the material on th(ir land but not 
until recently was the -discovery made 
that the shell deposit was extensive 
and offered great possibilities from a 
commercial standpoint. They have 
been covered by lease from the gov¬ 
ernment.
